We have received your letter regarding the exclusion of 
persons who sign a recall petition from working as election 
officers for that recall election. 

The Fair Political Practices Commission has authority to 
interpret and enforce the Political Reform Act. 11 The 
Political Reform Act was established for several purposes, some 
of which are disclosure of sources of campaign contributions, 
disclosure of assets and income of public officials, 
disqualification of public officials from decisions which could 
affect their private financial interests, and regulation of the 
activities of lobbyists to prevent improper influences on 
public officials. 

The question you pose in your letter is not covered by the 
Political Reform Act; therefore, we cannot advise you on this 
matter. It would be more appropriate for you to direct your 
question to the Elections and Political Reform Division of the 
Secretary of state's Office.
